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Man who brutally attacked his heavily-pregnant 
ex-girlfriend in drink-fuelled rage is jailed for life 


EYSTNA BLUNNIE: Beaten and left for dead by Tony McLernon 


AS the callous killer of young mum- 
to-be Eystna Blunnie this week 
started a life sentence for her mur¬ 
der, the parents of his tragic victim 
said justice had prevailed. 

After a two-week trial it took the 
jury at Chelmsford Crown Court just 
two hours to convict Tony McLernon 
(24) of killing his former girlfriend 
and causing the death of their unborn 
child. 

Yesterday (Wednesday) he was 
caged for a minimum of 27 years. 

During the trial the jury heard a 
harrowing account of how he vicious¬ 
ly attacked Ms Blunnie in a drink and 
drug-fuelled frenzy in the early hours 
of June 27 last year. 

He had sent her a text in which he 
told her to meet him in Howard Way, 
Harlow, telling her he had a “sur¬ 
prise” for her. But when she turned up 
he forced her to the ground and 
repeatedly kicked and stamped on 
her. 

Ms Blunnie was later found in a pool 
of blood with more than 50 separate 
head and facial injuries. She died 
later the same day in Princess 
Alexandra Hospital. Doctors were 
unable to save her baby girl, who was 
due to be born a few days later. 

Unemployed McLernon, of North 
Grove, Harlow, was found guilty of 
murder and child destruction. He 


denied both charges. 

In a statement released after his 
conviction, Ms Blunnie’s family said: 
“In June of 2012 our family was shat¬ 
tered by the death of a loving daugh¬ 
ter, Eystna, and her unborn child, 
Rose. The worst part was to find out 
that their deaths were such a brutal 
murder. 

“However, today justice has pre¬ 
vailed for our daughter and grand¬ 
daughter with the conviction of 
their killer.” 

Thanking the police and legal 
teams as well as family and friends 
for their support and those who 
helped Ms Blunnie after the attack, 
they added: “We would like now to 
be left with our family to try and 
rebuild our lives and remember 
Eystna and Rose in our hearts and 
minds.” 

Detective Chief Inspector Lucy Rob¬ 
inson, the senior investigating officer 
in the case, said: “Tony McLernon is a 
dangerous, violent man. He subject¬ 
ed numerous ex-girlfriends to con¬ 
stant fear of being assaulted and 
Eystna paid the ultimate price 
during his final violent out¬ 
burst. 

“Throughout the thor¬ 
ough police investiga¬ 
tion he has not sought 
to explain his actions, 


nor has he admitted his guilt or 
shown any remorse.”

TONY McLernon was told he must serve 
at least 27 years in jail after being given a 
life sentence for the murder of his for¬ 
mer fiancee Eystna Blunnie and causing 
the death of their unborn daughter. 

A judge at Chelmsford Crown Court set 
the minimum amount of time in prison 
before he can be considered for parole. 

Mr Justice Adrian Fulford said 
McLernon “has the undoubted capacity 
to act violently and dangerously towards 
others and most particularly young 
women with whom he has sexual rela¬ 
tionships”. 

He said McLernon’s history with Ms 
Blunnie and his 
other former 
girlfriends viv¬ 
idly demon¬ 
strated the 
“troubling way 
in which he 
controls, domi¬ 
nates, degrades, 
bullies and then 
attacks wom¬ 
en”. 

McLernon 
showed no sign 
of emotion as 
he stood in the 
dock He had 
denied the murder of Ms Blunnie and the 
offence of child destruction but the judge 
said the two deaths were inextricably 
linked and it was, in essence, a double 
murder. 

“This was not a spontaneous offence 
which was the result of an unthinking 
moment of anger but instead the defend¬ 
ant had contemplated Eystna’s death and 
the destruction of her child over a long 
period of time,” said the judge. 

“Whether Tony McLernon had finally 
decided to kill Eystna Blunnie before she 
set out or only formed that intention dur¬ 
ing the argument which ensued is of sec¬ 
ondary importance. The critical feature 
is that for a significant period the defend¬ 
ant had given serious consideration to 
ending her life and destroying his child. 

“Having met her in the early hours of 
that morning he did the very thing he had 
contemplated and threatened.” 

The court heard psychiatrists had diag¬ 
nosed McLernon as having an emotion¬ 
ally unstable personality disorder char¬ 
acterised by displays of extreme anger 
and rage, but he had kept hidden from

doctors the extent of his violent behav¬ 
iour. 

As long ago as 2004 when he was 15 and 
his then girlfriend was 14, he prevented 
her from seeing her friends over a period 
of two years. He violently assaulted her 
and threatened her with knives. He 
punched her, stamped on her head and 
held knives against her body and in 2006 
she suffered a hairline fracture to her jaw. 

In October 2007 another girlfriend was 
ordered to her knees and told he would 
stab her if she 
moved. He held 
a knife against 
her stomach. 

Mr Justice Ful¬ 
ford said McLer¬ 
non had made 
up two fictitious 
men who he 
claimed jumped 
up and down on 
Ms Blunnie and 
kicked her to 
death. 

“This was a 
planned, delib¬ 
erate, cruel and 
prolonged attack 
on someone who 
had been close to 
the defendant and 
who was within days of 
giving birth to his daughter,” he said. 

“His history reveals how dangerous he 
is, particularly as regards those with 
whom he has a sexual relationship. He 
has shown not the smallest indication of 
remorse. Instead he has sought to tra¬ 
duce the name and memory of the 
deceased.” 

As he left the court after sentence was 
passed, Ms Blunnie’s uncle Tony said: 
“After a very long and heartbreaking 
eight months, we have finally received 
justice for Eystna and her then soon-to- 
be born daughter, Rose. 

“Eystna was a loving girl with a unique 
personality and her whole life ahead of 
her. We know Rose would have been 
loved, nurtured and given the best in life 
that’s possible. 

“We are pleased the jury saw through 
his lies and saw him as the evil person he 
truly is.” 



A drunken thug with 
a history of violence 


TONY McLernon was a 
heavy drinker whose 
regular alcohol binges 
would often result in 
violence, Chelmsford 
Crown Court heard. 

The 24-year-old - who had 
drifted in and out of 
employment ever since 
leaving St Mark’s West 
Essex Catholic School at 
the age of 15 - first started 
drinking with pals as a 
teenager 

Finding it an expensive 
habit, he chose to “bulk 
buy” to get more for his 
money and would regularly 
purchase crates of lager 
and sparkling wine. 

By 2012 he was a heavy 
drinker who would 
combine Lambrini and 
cider -“rocket fuel” - at 13 
per cent volume. “Alcohol 
had the effect of making 
me more aggressive,” he 
told the court. 

His relationship with 
Miss Blunnie, who lived in 
Pennymead at the time, 
began after the pair met in 
town centre pub 
Wetherspoon’s. It 
continued by phone, email 
and social networking 
sites. 

In April 2012 she moved 
into his parents’ home at 
North Grove but it wasn’t 
long before the couple were 
arguing. She would return 
to her family’s house 
covered in bruises, which 
she would insist she had 
sustained while 
“playfighting”. 

But an assault on April 9 
2012 when a drunken 



McLernon attempted to 
strangle her was the last 
straw. She reported him to 
police before moving back 
in with her parents, but he 
told officers she had been 
“violent” towards him, 
adding that she had later 
texted to apologise to him. 

The court heard that 
McLernon’s past girlfriends 
had suffered from similar 
patterns of violent 
behaviour fuelled by his 
drinking. 

Kimberley Mitchell, who 
went out with the 
defendant from 2004 to 
2007, told the court he had 
once pushed her to the 
ground and sat on her 
head. 

He was charged with 
common assault in October 
2007 after punching her in 
Harlow Police Station in 
full view of the 
receptionist. 

Another ex, Jessica 
Matthews, told the court 
she was assaulted by 
McLernon in the the street 
in 2008. She claimed he 
had forced her to kneel 
before him, armed with a 
30cm knife.

Council homes get a makeover

Tattooist fined 
for breaching 
rules on waste 
documentation 


A TATTOOIST has been fined £600 
and ordered to pay Harlow Council 
£2,400 after ignoring repeated 
requests to provide documenta¬ 
tion on how he disposed of his 
business waste. 

Peter Clear, who runs La Geisha 
Tattoo Studio in East Walk, was 
found guilty at Chelmsford Crown 
Court of failing to provide descrip¬ 
tions of waste and waste transfer 
documents. 

The court heard that in March 
2012 Mr Clear was served with a 
notice under section 34 of the 
Environmental Protection Act 
1990 requiring him to produce 
waste transfer documentation 
covering the period April 1,2011 to 
March 21, 2012. 

After waiting five weeks for the 
documentation, Harlow Council’s 
community safety officers issued a 
fixed penalty notice for £300. 
When he failed to pay within the 
four-week limit, the council took 
the matter to court. 

By law all businesses must have 
in place arrangements for waste 
collection and be able to show doc¬ 
umentation about what waste has 
been collected and where it has 
been taken. 

Phil Waite, the council’s cabinet 
member for environment, said 
afterwards: “Rules are in place to 
ensure that disposed of to protect 
both the public and the environ¬ 
ment. In this particular case we 
are talking about waste like old 
needles used for tattooing which 
need to be treated as clinical 
waste.”

ALMOST a quarter of Harlow 
youngsters live in poverty, 
according to shocking new 
report from a national chil¬ 
dren’s charity. 

Data released for last year by 
End Child Poverty show there 
were an estimated 4,621 under- 
19s living below the poverty line 
in Harlow - 23 per cent of the 
town’s total child population. 

According to the statistics, in 
some areas of the town the pov¬ 
erty rate was even higher, with 
the figure reaching 30 per cent in 
Staple Tye and Mark Hall wards. 

Harlow ranks as the sixth worst 
local authority area for child 
poverty in the east of England, 
alongside Southend-on-Sea. 

In comparison, neighbouring 
Chelmsford was found to have a 
13 per cent child poverty rate, 
while 16 per cent of youngsters in 
Epping Forest and just nine per 
cent of children in Uttlesford 
were found to be living on the 
breadline. 

End Child Poverty chairman 
Enver Solomon said the charity 
was now calling on Harlow 
Council to take action to protect 
low-income families from fur¬ 
ther misery. 

“We’re calling on authorities to 
prioritise lowincome families in 
the decisions they make about 
local welfare spending,” he said. 

“This includes spending on the 
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new council tax benefit and on 
protecting families hit by the 
bedroom tax.” 

Children are classed as being in 
poverty if they live in families 
who receive out of work benefits 
or in-work tax credits where 
their reported income is less 
than 60 per cent of the national 
average, before housing costs. 

Cllr Mike Danvers, Harlow 
Council’s cabinet portfolio hold¬ 
er for resources, said the author¬ 
ity would offer hard-up house¬ 
holds as much protection as pos¬ 
sible but warned that Govern¬ 
ment cuts to its funding would 
impact on the support available. 

“We have developed a Council 
Tax Support Scheme within the 
significantly reduced Govern¬ 
ment funding available and will 
protect low-income families as 
much as we can. 

“The council has made sure 
that child benefit and mainte¬ 
nance payments continue to be 
excluded as household income 
when calculating entitlement to 
council tax support. 

“It is extremely difficult when 
the Government has cut fund¬ 
ing, but we are doing everything 
we can to support and prepare 
residents for the forthcoming 
benefit changes.” 


Transport minister to discuss Mil junction plan 


TRANSPORT minister Stephen 
Hammond has agreed to meet 
Harlow MP Robert Halfon to dis¬ 
cuss plans for a second Mil junc¬ 
tion for the town. 

Speaking in the House of 
Commons during Parliamentary 
questions last week, Mr Halfon 
said Harlow desperately needed a 
new motorway junction, which he 


insisted would “unlock” thou¬ 
sands of jobs in the town. 

Mr Halfon invited Mr Hammond 
to meet with him, along with rep¬ 
resentatives of Harlow Council, 
Essex County Council and the 
local enterprise patnership, to look 
at the plans, which will be part- 
funded by developer contribu¬ 
tions. 


In response, Mr Hammond said: 
“I am sure Robert is working with 
the relevant local authority to 
ensure that the business case is 
complete. I would, of course, be 
happy to meet him and discuss the 
proper proposal.” 

The Mil plans will be put out for 
public consultation in the next few 
weeks.

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Mum of drowned teen 
questions lake safety 


THE distraught mother of a Harlow 
teenager who drowned in a lake almost 
two years ago has questioned the lack of 
lifesaving equipment positioned at the 
water’s edge. 

Lawrence ‘Loz’ Patnell (18), of Church 
End, got into difficulties while attempt¬ 
ing to swim out to a buoy in the middle 
of Lea Valley Regional Park’s central 
lagoon at Broxbourne on May 23, 2010. 

He sank 15ft before being dragged 
back to the surface by a local yachtsman 
and carried back to the shore. He was 
then taken by air ambulance to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital but died four days 
later. 

Speaking at his inquest at Chelmsford 
Coroner’s Court last week, Lawrence’s 
mother, Susan Patnell, said she had 
been shocked to discover there were no 
emergency buoyancy aids positioned 
around the side of the lake. 

But LVRPA ranger Martin Page, giving 
evidence, said that swimming was not 
allowed anywhere in the Lea Valley Park 
and there were no life preservers as a 
result. 

Its leaseholders and licence-holders 
carried out their own risk assessments, 
he added. 

Essex coroner Caroline Beasley- 
Murray asked: “Isn’t there a risk even 


Poundland scheme 
given a thumbs up 
at public exhibition 

BUDGET chain Poundland has unveiled 
its ambitious plans to build a new 20-acre 
distribution centre in Harlow at a public 
exhibition. 

More than 80 people attended the consul¬ 
tation held at Harlow Town Football Club 
last Wednesday. According to the company, 
many of them showed their support for the 
proposed plans. 

Last week the Star reported on the 
scheme for a single storey distribution cen¬ 
tre at Pinnacles, which is expected to pro¬ 
vide work for around 650 people. 

Simon Pease, managing director of town 
planning and development consultants 
Ancer Spa, said: “We were pleased with the 
turnout and the majority of people who 
visited really supported the plans. 

“Of course there were one or two people 
who were more reserved and had a few con¬ 
cerns but overall the support was great. I 
think the news of Tesco’s closure means 
that more people want Poundland’s distri¬ 
bution centre here with all the benefits it 
will bring.” 

The proposals have now completed the 
pre-application consultation and will be 
submitted to Harlow Council. 

Mr Pease added: “Now that local busi¬ 
nesses and people have been given the 
opportunity to have a look at the drawings, 
what’s coming and what they can expect, 
we are looking for the council to make a 
positive decision by June this year in 
regards to the plans. 

“It is a tight programme but feasible and 
we can make sure all the council’s enquir¬ 
ies are addressed. Poundland would like to 
be in operation towards the middle of next 
year.” 

Prior to the opening of the new centre, 
the budget chain will be working with local 
partners and Harlow Council to introduce 
local jobseekers to employment opportuni- 
tites. 

If approved, the centre will service 
Poundland stores across the UK and will be 
built on the existing Pitney Bowes and 
GlaxoSmithKline sites. 
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though swimming is forbidden? You 
may have things like this when a group 
will decide on the spur of the moment 
on a hot day to jump in.” 

But Mr Page replied that it was “a very, 
very rare occurrence”. He said the park 
authority had introduced measures to 
educate people about the dangers of 
water since the fatal incident but it was 
still not proposing to put life preservers 
anywhere in the park. 

The inquest heard that it had been hot 
on the day of the tragedy and that 
Lawrence and friends had gone to the 
central lagoon to cool off. At around 
5pm he and others had decided to try to 


swim to a buoy in the centre of the lake. 

When he started to struggle, friends in 
the water tried to keep him afloat while 
others on the lakeside rushed over to 
nearby Broxbourne Sailing Club to get 
help. 

Martin Wood, who was just packing 
up, told the inquest: “There was no sign 
of him at all so it was a case of just swim¬ 
ming out and diving down to try and 
find him 

“On the third occasion I did manage to 
grab his ankle but by the time you dive 
that deep you have literally seconds, so 
it was a frantic grab and then back to the 
surface. 

“I eventually dragged him to the sur¬ 
face and a couple of other lads came out 
and helped me to bring him back in to 
the bank. We were struggling quite hard 
to bring him up to the bank.” 

Lawrence was taken by air ambulance 
to PAH but died four days later, on May 
27. He suffered four cardiac arrests en 
route to the hospital. 

Ms Patnell thanked Mr Wood, whom 
she had not met before the inquest. “If 
you hadn’t done what you did we would 
not have had him for the extra few days, 
so thank you,” she said. 

The coroner recorded a verdict of acci¬ 
dental death.

SHADOW Chancellor Ed Balls launched 
a blistering attack on the Government’s 
so-called ‘bedroom tax’ during a visit to 
Harlow on Thursday. 

Mr Balls, accompanied by Labour par¬ 
liamentary hopeful Suzy Stride, met a 
local family to discuss how the controver¬ 
sial new legislation will affect council or 
housing association tenants deemed to 
have a spare bedroom in their home. 

As part of the Government’s plans to 
reform the welfare system, people living 
in social housing who have one or more 
spare bedrooms will have their benefit 
payments cut. 

Mr Balls and Ms Stride visited the home 
of Penny Mead (57) in Great Plumtree to 
talk to her about the measure and high¬ 
light what he branded a “completely dis¬ 
astrous idea”. 

Disabled Mrs Mead, a doctor of psychol¬ 
ogy who has lived in her three-bedroom 
home for 20 years, said: “An occupational 
therapist came and assessed my living 
conditions and my illness. 

“The therapist told us that it would be 
too expensive to adapt this house to our 
needs as I will eventually need to use a 
wheelchair indoors and we wanted to 
move to make life easier. 

“It was agreed and stated that we would 
need a second bedroom as I wake up a lot 
during the night because of this disease 
and it affects my husband, Trevor. Then 
we got the letter through saying that we 
had two spare bedrooms and would need 
to pay 25 per cent of our housing benefit 
rent.” 


BIANCA CASTRO 
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Mr Balls told the Star: “I think all the 
evidence is accumulating that bedroom 
tax is a completely disastrous idea. 

“The Government set out its good inten¬ 
tions to free up properities for families 
and to save money, but what you find is 
two-thirds of the people affected are peo¬ 
ple with disabilities who are being told to 
move home. 

“But, like I’ve been discussing with this 
family, there aren’t those one and two- 
bed houses for them to move into so 
they’re just told you’re going to be worse 
off and hit hard in your wallet. 

“The other option is to move to a pri¬ 
vately rented house where the rents are 
higher and it will end up costing more.” 

Each year almost 1,000 people join 
Harlow Council’s housing register, but 
there are only around 500 homes availa¬ 
ble to meet the demand. 

Mr Balls said the Government can only 
solve the housing problem by building 
more homes. 

“People are currently waiting for homes

that aren’t there,” he said. “I think the 
Government should be getting people 
back to work by building homes which 
would deal with the waiting list problem 
and free up the space for people like 
Penny and Trevor to move to a two-bed- 
room home and leaving this three-bed¬ 
room home available for another family. 

“I am all for housing benefit reform but 
the bedroom tax is a disastrous way to do 
it. I am all about being tough but this is 
deeply unfair and deeply perverse. 

“It’s going to cost more and make people 
with disabilities, foster parents, parents 
that don’t have their children living with 
them full time and people with children 
serving abroad worse off. It’s totally 
unfair.” 

The bedroom tax will come into effect 
next month with an estimated 660,000 
working-age tenants being affected by 
the changes. 

Ms Stride added: “We know that people 
in Harlow and people up and down the 
country are angry about people that 
abuse the benefit system. We know that 
changes are needed and that savings 
need to be made, but why this way? 

“This is targeting hardworking 
people like Penny who has worked 
her whole life and who are now get¬ 
ting penalised for a situation they 
| can’t help. 

“She wants to move to a smaller 
property that will make life easier 
and is told there’s nothing available. 

“The Tories have cut back massive¬ 
ly on what we were going to spend on 
housing - and building new houses is 
the key. 

“I understand that changes and 
reforms need to be made but this isn’t 
the right way to do it.” 

But Harlow MP Robert Halfon said 
there was a huge problem of under¬ 
occupancy across Britain, with almost 
one million bedrooms unused. 

“One third of social tenants on hous¬ 
ing benefit are living in homes bigger 
than they truly need ands the result of 
this is two million families stuck on the 
housing waiting list, unable to get a 
home at all,” he said. “We have to be fair 
to them as well. 

“To deal with this, the Government is 
trying to level the playing field. In exact¬ 
ly the same way as currenly happens in 
the private rented sector, social tenants 
will only get benefits according to the 
rooms that they actually use. 

“This is not a tax as has been suggested 
by some, wanting to create mischief. It is 
in fact a small benefit reduction.”

Records smashed by 
school’s star athletes

N ETTESWELL School 
Band’s remarkable 
achievements in the 
1960s and 1970s have been 
well-documented on the pages 
of Nostalgia - but the school’s 
young musicians weren’t the 
only pupils to excel in their 
field. 

This week we look back on the 
record-breaking exploits of the 
school’s athletics teams at the 
1966 Harlow Comprehensive 
Schools Championships. 

Held at the now-demolished 
Sportcentre in Hammarskjold 
Road, the fiercely-contested 
competition saw both the 
Netteswell’s boys’ and girls’ 
teams triumph - and a whole 
host of long-standing records 
toppled. 

According to a press cutting 
from the Harlow Gazette kindly 
supplied to Nostalgia by former 
pupil Paul Wadley, the contest 
was so close it took a recount 
before Netteswell were declared 
champions. 

Although Paul himself failed to 
pick up a winner’s medal, 
several of his schoolmates set 
new records for their disciplines. 

Referred to by their surnames 
in the article, the report states 
that the girls’ intermediate 
hurdles race was won by ‘Scales 
of Netteswell’, who smashed the 
previous school record by an 
impressive eight seconds, while 
‘Tarplin’ cleared 7ft 6ins to scale 
new heights in the pole vault. 
Other Netteswell record- 


breakers on the day included 
‘Edgescombe’ who managed to 
hurl a discus 154ft 3in and 
‘Eales’, who broke the record for 
the intermediate boys’ mile 
despite finishing second. 

Paul, who also supplied the 
above photograph of the 
winning boys’ team, is now on a 
mission to track down his 
former team-mates - and 
appealed for Nostalgia readers’ 
help. 

“This photograph was sent to 
me by my friend Keith Trigg, 
who is sitting cross-legged at the 
far right of the front row,” he 
said. 

“For some reason I am not in 
the photo. I was probably 
circumventing the globe 
singlehanded in a rowing boat 


or was subject to an hour’s 
detention! 

“However, some of my old 
school colleagues are pictured 
and I am now attempting to 
identify as many as possible. 
Both Keith and I were 14 years of 
age at the time it was taken in 
1966.”

Son jailed for 
wedding day 
attack on dad 


A MAN who left his father with a frac¬ 
tured skull and impaired hearing after 
assaulting him at a wedding reception 
has been jailed for 12 months. 

Chelmsford Crown Court heard that 
Glen Williams (28), of Arkwrights, 
Harlow, had borne a grudge against his 
dad, Richard, since childhood and had 
not spoken to him for more than two 
years before the attack on August 5 last 
year. 

The court was told that despite the 
pair appearing to chat amicably earlier 
in the evening, Williams launched him¬ 
self at his father as they left the event in 
Park Avenue at around lam, punching 
him and causing him to crack his head 
against a lamppost. 

The “tremendous force” of the blow 
knocked Mr Williams unconscious, 
fracturing his skull and breaking two 
bones in his neck. 

Mr Williams later reported he had 
been left permanently deaf in his right 
ear and continues to suffer from 
“unbearable” tinnitus. He also lost his 
senses of smell and taste and has 
extreme bouts of vertigo. 

Williams, of previous good character,

pleaded guilty to inflicting grievous 
bodily harm and was jailed for 12 
months. 

Craig Tipper, representing the defend¬ 
ant, said in mitigation that his client 
had felt abandoned by Mr Williams 
after he left his wife and children. 

“His father left home and that’s the 
thrust of the defendant’s animosity 
towards his father,” said Mr Tipper. 

He added that Williams claimed the 
attack had been the result of a build-up 
of “years of anger and upset” towards 
his father. 

But judge Anthony Goldstaub said 
that whatever Mr Williams had done in 
the past, it did not warrant a “revenge” 
attack. 

“You approached him when he was on 
his own and punched him with tremen¬ 
dous force as he rested his head against 
alampost,” said the judge. “You cracked 
his skull and caused him severe dam¬ 
age with that one blow.” 

“It was a totally unprovoked and 
unjustified blow.”

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Council tax rise to save 
services and cut crime

INCREASED council tax demands 
from Essex Police and Harlow Council 
will see bills rise by an average of £7.60 
this year. 

Essex Police has increased its share 
of the tax burden by 3.49 per cent, 
while the council has raised its pre¬ 
cept for the first time in three years. 

Both Essex County Council - which 
collects 70 per cent of the annual 
charge - and Essex Fire Authority 
have frozen their demands. 

The final figures were formally set 
at a special meeting of Harlow 
Council on Thursday. 

The changes mean the annual 
council tax bill for an average Band 
C household is set to rise to £1,377.76 
- an overall increase of 0.55 per cent on 
last year's levy. 

Harlow Council leader Mark Wilkinson, pic¬ 
tured right , said the Labour-controlled author¬ 
ity’s “nominal” increase would help protect 
services in the face of unprecedented cuts to 
its budget by central government. 

“The money raised by increasing our share of 
council tax by 1.5 per cent will help protect the 
services we provide, especially when the coun¬ 
cil is faced with making savings of £1.75m to 
balance its books for 2013/14,” he said. 

“Increasing council tax was not something 
we wanted to do but it will help us budget for 
the future and protect residents from steeper 
increases in future. The average council tax

payer in the town will pay an extra 6p a 
week to Harlow Council.” 

Although the council collects the tax on 
behalf of all four precepting authorities, 
it only receives a small proportion of the 
total amount. Out of every £100 col¬ 
lected in Harlow, £17 goes towards 
services provided by Harlow 
Council, while Essex County 
Council takes the big¬ 
gest share of £70. 

The remainder is 
split between Essex 




Police (£9) and Essex Fire 
Authority (£4). 

Police and crime commis¬ 
sioner Nick Alston said incr¬ 
easing the force’s tax demand 
would help cut crime across 
the county. 

“In real terms, I am asking for 
an extra 40p a month to fund 
our police force and crime 
reduction work,” he said. 

“I believe it would be irre¬ 
sponsible of me, indeed that I 
would be failing in my duty, if I 
didn’t make the case for this 
small increase in the portion of 
council tax used to fund polic¬ 
ing.” 

As the Star reported last 
month, thousands of hard-up 
households will be expected to 
contribute towards their council 
tax bill for the first time this year 
following the abolition of Council Tax 
Benefit. 

Under the new system, working age 
claimants currenly entitled to a 100 per 
cent rebate will be required to pay at 
least 24 per cent of their council 

L tax bill from April 1. 

Only pensioners will be 
k exempt, with limited finan- 
^ cial help also available for 
those who will genuinely 
struggle to pay.

Immigration ‘under control’ 

HARLOW MP Robert Halfon has 
welcomed latest immigration figures that 
show the number of people arriving to 
settle in the UK has fallen by almost a 
third since 2010.

LATEST figures from Princess 
Alexandra Hospital show that in 
January almost 1,000 patients who 
turned up to be treated in the 
accident and emergency 
department ended up being 
directed elsewhere. 

“People don’t always realise that 
they should try other treatments 
first before coming to A&E,” said 
clinical director Peter Bishop. “We 
regularly have people coming to 
us complaining about a spot on 
their nose, sore throats or even a 
hangover. A&E should be for 
accidents and emergencies only! 

“Assessing these people not only 
wastes their time as they have to 
wait to be seen before being sent 
away, but it adds unnecessary 
pressure to the department and 
can mean resources are tied up 
seeing non-urgent patients. 

“In many cases people can get 
the right treatment from their (out 
of hours) GP or pharmacist.” 

Now the hospital and the West 
Essex Clinical Commissioning 
Group want people to think twice 
before calling an ambulance or 
turning up at A&E with conditions 
which could be best dealt with 
elsewhere. 

Toni Coles of the WECGG said: 
“In lanuary, 943 patients who 
came to A&E were advised to go 
elsewhere. Had they been seen at 


waste time at A&E 
not an emergency 



A&E it would have cost the local 
NHS tens of thousands of pounds 
and, more importantly, would 
have reduced the time doctors and 
nurses could focus on the most 
seriously ill. 

“Princess Alexandra Hospital has 
now introduced an urgent care 
service to direct patients to the 
most appropriate place to receive 
care. However, we are asking 
people to consider carefully 


whether they need to come to A&E 
in the first instance.” 

One course of action is to check 
out the Choose Well website, 
which gives information about a 
range of symptoms and where 
best to get advice and care. 

Mr Bishop added: “Please 
remember that A&E should be 
for the most serious conditions 
including choking, chest pain, 
blackouts and blood loss.”

Mission to Mars for 
billionaire space tourist 


AN American billionaire has 
unveiled ambitious plans to 
send a man and woman on 
a truly out-of-this-world 
holiday - a return trip to 
Mars! 

Dennis Tito, who in 2001 
became the first private 
space tourist when he paid 
£13m for a return ticket to 
the International Space 
Station, hopes his bold 
mission will kickstart a new 
era of space exploration.

can blast off, the space- 
mad billionaire is 
determined to boldly go 
where no man has gone 
before. 

He said: "We have not sent 
humans beyond the Moon 
in more than 40 years. 

"I've been waiting - a lot 
of people my age have been 
waiting - and I think it's 
time to put an end to that 
lapse."

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MADE in 1939 for the staggering sum of $3.7m 
dollars, The Wizard Of Oz failed to cast a spell 
over audiences on its initial release. 

But more than 70 years later, Victor Fleming's 
fantastical yarn is one of the most beloved family 
films in the cinematic pantheon and a staple of the 
Christmas television schedules. 

In 1985 Disney revived the iconic character of 
Dorothy Gale in Return To Oz, based on two 
novels by Frank L Baum. But like it predecessor, 
the unofficial sequel failed to curry favour with 
audiences. 

Now director Sam Raimi, who propelled the 
Spider-Man trilogy to dizzy heights, has the 
unenviable task of helming this lavish prequel which 
chronicles the arrival of the eponymous wizard in 
Oz. 

In an affectionate nod to the 1939 film, Oz The 
Great And Powerful opens in black and white and 
flushes the screen with vibrant colour once the 
story moves to the magical realm of flying monkeys

and munchkins. 

Small-time circus magician Oscar Diggs (James 
Franco) is booed off stage in 1905 Kansas and finds 
himself in hot water with the resident strongman. 
Bidding a hasty farewell to his sweetheart Annie 
(Michelle Williams), who is poised to marry another 
man, Oscar escapes in a hot air balloon. 

The canopy is sucked into an approaching tornado 
and Oscar crash-lands in a wondrous realm where 
ancient prophecy decrees that a wizard will fall 
from the sky and reign benevolently over Oz. 

Beautiful witch Theodora (Mila Kunis) 
accompanies Oscar to the Emerald City, where 
her sister Evanora (Rachel Weisz) and the other 
denizens live in fear of the wicked witch Glinda 
(Michelle Williams). 


Oz The Great And Powerful is a visual treat - 
especially in eye-popping 3D - and it's evident that 
most of the $200m dollar budget has been lavished 
on digital effects. 

The film follows the template of the recent 
re-imaging of Alice In Wonderland, bombarding 
our retinas with outlandish set pieces.Some of the 
visual trickery isn't as slick as it should be and the 
copious special effects come at the expense of plot 
and characterisation. 

Mitchell Kapner and David Lindsay-Abaire's 
script boasts a few snappy one-liners but it's 
perilously flimsy and the 130-minute running time 
is unwieldy. 

Warmth and charm have almost been sucked dry 
from this incarnation of Oz and performances are 
muted, especially Franco, who bumbles through his 
scenes as if he is making up dialogue on the spot. 

Margaret Hamilton was far more terrifying as 
the green-hued Wicked Witch back in 1939 than 
anything Raimi conjures from his cast here.

Making Moving Easier 


Moving day can be stressful 
enough, but a bit of forethought 
can go a long way. 

For example, many people take the 
opportunity to clear any unwanted 
junk out of their homes and lives. 
Charity shops, car boot sales, and 
friends can be grateful recipients of 
some items, and hiring a small skip 
for a couple of weeks (about £80- 
£ 120) can be liberating! 

Our advice would be to have a 
clear-out early in the process 
ideally before you even put your 
property on the market. An 
uncluttered house with tidy 
cupboards and a clear garage all 
improve the presentation of your 
home tremendously, thereby 
increasing its saleability and 
possibly its price. 

The reduced volume should also 
bring down your removal costs. 

You can bring these down further 
by considering if there are any 
bulky pieces of furniture that you 
are thinking of having restored. For 


example, your current sofa might 
not look right in your next home 
unless it is recovered. So, if you are 
moving locally, why not ask the 
upholsterer to collect the sofa a 
couple of weeks before moving 
day and deliver it, re-upholstered, 
to your new one? 

Do make sure that you plan where 
larger items are going in advance. It 
is easy for the removers to put 
something like a piano in the right 
room, but difficult for you to move 
it elsewhere after they have left. As 
well as making sure that a piece fits 
in a certain place, do also find out if 
the access to that place is easy 
enough. 

Finally, direct the removers to pack 
things you will need on the day 
such as children s beds, kitchen and 
bathroom accessories, clothes, 
food and work-related items last 
so they will be the first things to be 
unloaded at the other end. 

Remember - planning is the key to 
a stress-free move!

CONTRARY to the old saying, 
growing up appears to be anything 
but a hard thing to do in the car 
business. 

This trend is most obvious in the 
supermini sector, where once small, 
feature-poor cars have been 
transformed into mature and 
capable all-rounders. 

Of all the usual suspects to have 
experienced this transformation, 
Ford’s Fiesta has surfaced with its 
engaging driving dynamics and 
sharp looks intact. 

In its defence, this latest generation 
small Ford was fortunate to have 
been engineered right first time. 
Blessed with sophisticated ride 
qualities and a cabin designed and 
built to emulate the high class 
ambience of the Focus and Mondeo, 
it had a clear advantage from birth. 
Come refresh time and Ford’s 
designers clearly took the plunge 
and went with the bold option, as 
the revised car sports a wide, 
dominant grille that mirrors some of 
its maker’s more glamorous North 
American offerings. 

Inside, the Fiesta cabin remains 
largely as before and it’s changes to 
the centre console that are likely to 
generate the most headlines. 

In a bid to continually drive down 


emissions and fuel consumption, 
small capacity three-cylinder petrol 
engines are starting to gain traction 
in the marketplace. Ford’s decision 
to install its first effort in the larger 
Focus resulted in heaps of critical 
acclaim and proof that the ‘small 
engine-big car’ combination works 
without any significant 
compromises. 

That engine has finally found its 
way into the Fiesta. Predictably the 
125 horsepower unit delivers a 
useful slug of power and proves 
refined at speed. 

More interesting is the 100 
horsepower version - the obvious 
question is whether sacrificing 25 


horsepower in the name of economy 
and asking price results in a poorer 
driving and ownership experience. 
The 

simple answer is no. 

For all the Fiesta’s upmarket cabin 
ambience and big-car equipment, it 
remains an obvious choice for urban 
motoring with the occasional longer 
run thrown in for good measure. 

In five-speed manual gearbox trim, 
this Fiesta boasts a well-judged set 
of ratios to deal with all types of 
urban motoring. Brisk acceleration 
is easily achieved without any major 
effort from the driver or engine, 
while the latter’s off-beat three-pot 
thrum is surprisingly endearing 


and only really becomes audibly 
vocal when pushed hard. 

Still, the upsides easily outweigh 
any negative experiences; with a 
lightweight engine under its bonnet 
the Fiesta changes direction with 
ease, the fast-acting turbo motor 
ensures a quick response at the 
urban traffic light Grand Prix while 
the on paper economy and 
emissions figures should please the 
bank manager if not the tax man. 
For keen drivers, Ford’s ability to 
make a good car better should be 
applauded but the revised Fiesta’s 
also been updated to please buyers 
seeking a rewarding ownership 
experience. 


Safety kit from the Focus has 
trickled down to the Fiesta, with 
Ford’s low speed auto brake function 
helping drivers react quicker to, say, 
a pedestrian or car pulling out in 
front or stopping suddenly. 

Creature comforts that you’d find 
on larger cars - parking sensors, 
heated mirrors - are also available 
depending on the trim level. An 
improved multimedia package is 
also offered, which boasts a tighter 
integration with your mobile phone 
and a more intuitive user interface. 
Adding to its appeal is an SOS 
function, which is activated after an 
accident and alerts the local 
authorities. 

The cosmetic enhancements have 
allowed the Fiesta to regain ground 
lost to more recent, youthful-looking 
rivals and the inclusion of the trick 
creature comforts should boost its 
appeal among feature-hungry 
buyers. 

In three-door trim it’s big enough to 
double as a family car if you’re brood 
is on the small side, but the Fiesta 
never feels bloated when driven with 
enthusiasm. 

Overall, then, the Fiesta’s slew of 
revisions have done much to help 
maintain its lofty position in the 
marketplace.
